Stronger Local Option Law. 


Mr. Pattison will urge that the local option law be strength- 


ened and that the people be given further means of combatting 
the saloons. In this connection he is likely to advocate county 
local option. Civil service will not be recommended. There, 
will, however, be a statement of the purpose of the govemor- 
elect to consider the qualification of appointees in point oi' 
ability rather than political service. Mention will be made of 
the demand for purity in politics. Government by bosses, he 
will say, has been a menace to the rights and property of decent 
citizens and the hope will be expressed that the people, having 
been aroused, will be alert to prevent a return to the system of 
corruption. 


Favors Sunday Observance. 


Law enforcement and Sunday observance will be among 


the strongest points in the message. A new school code will be 
demanded as an act of simple justice to the people. 


Changes will be recommended in the municipal code with a 


view to securing better management of the public business 
He will urge that instead of centralized power, the people of 
the counties, cities and villages be given greater authority to 
regulate their own affairs. He will urge that no franchises be 
granted until approved by a vote of the people. 


The question of issuing bonds by municipalities, he will 


say, should be decided in the same way. 


Repeal of Inheritance Tax. 


Pattison will strongly urge the repeal of the inheritance tax- 


law. In order to overcome this loss of revenue, he will recom- 
mend that appropriations be closely scanned to keep out extrav- 
agance. "Wliat new sources of revenue may be required, he will 
declare, should apply to holders of special privileges and that a 
tax to meet the expenses of the state should not be levied on 
homes and farms. 


Eeform in the election and ballot laws will be set, forth a? 


of the utmost importance. A salary law for county officials in- 
stead of the iniquitous fee system will be recommended. The 
message will favor anti-pass legislation.
